The victorious Japanese tinny 
yesterday formally entered Port 
Arthur. Gen. Nogi with bis staff enter- 
ed lirsl through the old town, and look 
lilts stand in the public square of the 
town. 

The army was represented iby one regi- 
ment from each brigade, Tlio proces- 
sion, which was live miles long, was 
three hours missing the saluting base, 
tiftc which the troops paused out of the 
city through the new town. The corre- 
spondents then visited the captured city 
for the lirsl time. The old town build- 
ings were badly smashed by shells, but 
in the new town the damage wns»sligiit. 
AH the shipping in the ihni'bor wm. bad- 
ly damaged. 1'ronosals for the surren- 
der of Port Arthur were first made 
Doc. 211 at a council of war. (Jon. Stoes- 
sol was in favor of surrendering, ibut 
■some of his general officers were bitterly 
opposed to it. 

Tin- regimental officers and the troops 
were not consulted. 

The first notice they -had of the sur- 
render was .Ian. 1, after Gen, Stoessel 
bud communicated with the Japanese, 
Tdie secni's following the surrender were 
disgraceful. Drunken soldiers tilled the 
streets and refused to obey their olll- 
cers. Many of bhem destroyed the guns 
upon the fortifications they bud defend- 
ed and came into the city without per- 
mission. The infantry loudly protested 
that the fortress ilind been given away, 
threw their rifles and ammunition into 
tiie hnrlwr and proceeded lo break into 
warehouses and loot and drink vodka 
until in a helpless condition 

It ,was evident that Co.' surrender 
was not necessary, as there were 31,0110 
effective men in the fortress. The sup- 
ply of tnirmunition wns short, but it was 
not exhausted. Food was scarce, but 
private stores were not requisitioned by 
the military. 

Micro is no difficulty in getting good 
meals in the city even now from tlio 
stores in private possession. A portion 
of the fortress was capable of defence 
for mouths longer. It. wars the opinion 
of liou-eombulants at Port Arthur that 
the surrender was unnecessary, as the 
troops were willing and able to light to 
the bitter end. Gen. Sloessol was much 
blamed for what was characterized an a 
disgraceful conclusion of u splendid de- 
fence, which ended with the death of 
Major-General Kondratenko. who was 
loved by the soldiers, and was the lit* 
of the defence.

.powers the Monroe doctrine would be 
appliod'to safeguard Canadian territory 
and Canadians would lie allowed to pass 
through the United States of America. 
This anight happen, but it is tolerably 
certain that the States would exact ii 
still' price for protection." 

Tim Morning Post goes on to comment 
on the possibility of war between the 
United States ami .the Empire, and says 
"only the destruction of the commerce 
ot) the former would save Panada, and 
all tiie colonics with the exception of 
'Canada 'have accepted the principle im- 
plied in tiie grant of naval money or 
■men. It follows flint every responsible 
speaker and writer on military matters 
in this country litis the duty to perform 
of impressing the people Unit their re- 
sponsibilities are in proportion to their 
privileges'. Tin- propaganda of the Navy 
League is useful in its way, but its un- 
official discourses! will never effect very 
'much. What, is now wanted ia a little 
idiiin straightforward speaking from 
British .statesmen in power, or out of 
power. Let Lord Hosebery and the rest 
have the courage to say what every 
plain, .straightforward person will sav 
whenever such phrases as "loyalty of 
Hie colonies" and "unity of the Empire" 
are used.

At this season it is particularly in- 
teresting to discuss (lie output of gold 
in 1004, which is said to have yielded 
tj\o largest amount ever mined In .one 
year, namely, $340,000,000. Those are 
the figures <>1' the director of the Unit- 
ed States Mint. The yield for 1003 was 
estimated at $325,600,000. Previous to 
tili.ii t tho yield never but once exceeded 
$100,000,000. Compare our yield 'for 
11)04 of about $0,250,000 with Hie total 
for that year to find how Ear we have 
to travel yet to become a (factor in :lie 
World's supply. In discussing the pros- 
pects of British Columbia and the Yu- 
kon, it is stated that there are enormous 
quantities of low grade ore in the soutii- 
ern part of the Province, but much Of it 
cannot be profitably worked under exist- 
iug conditions. So far ns the Yukon is 
concerned, it is thought that unless other 
sources of supply are found besides plac- 
er mines, the decline in production Of 
that country will probably continue. 
South Africa has rearmed the position 
she occupied before the war, and fur a 
Ion;.- time ,to come will probnlbly be the 
largest factor in the general supply. It 
\s thought that with Chinese labor in a 
few years the output will reach $200,- 
000,000, or more than double what it is 
at present. The United States hardly 
holds its own. In Australia mining is 
carried on on well understood conditions, 
bu! the Director of the Mint does not 
think that the mines of Western Aus- 
tralia can lie depended upon as a per- 
manent source of supply. The St. John

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

The Winnipeg Telegram says that a 
protest comes from British Columbia 
against the not uncommon practice in 
the East of limiting to Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories the applica- 
tion of t'he term of "The West." and it 
quotes from an editorial in the Colonist 
on the subject. We have several tunes 
called attention to the practice, wnicb 
is not only "not uncommon" but invari- 
ably on the part of Easterners. If Mani- 
toba is the "West," what is British Co- 
lumbia? We a,re afraid the proprieties 
of the 'English language would no; per- 
mit US to refer to it as "Wester." More- 
over, taking into consideration the great 
development of the West, and the conse- 
quent shifting of population, Manitoba 

is no longer the "West," but [lie middle I 
of Canada, and very soon Winnipeg will 
he the centre of population in the Do- 
minion. If reference made to t'he 
whole of the country lying this side of 
the great lakes, then it is quite proper 
to. use the term "The West," but in 
strict parlance British Columbia i- tin' 
only Wc-t there is in Canada. It wouid, 
of course, In' eminently proper to refer 
to Manitoba and t'he Territories as thu 
Middle West, as we speak of certain 
States of the Union. 

Referring to the remarks of the Colo- 
nist, the Telegram says: "The point, is 
well taken. It is easy to understand 
how the use of the term in its restricted 
sense has come about. If all the district 
west of Lake Superior is called 'The 
1 West,' then that part which at the time 
is absorbing the attention stands for the 
whole, as it were, ami not unnaturally 
retains the general name. The practice 
of naming u part for the whole or the 
whole for a part is so common that wo 
believe the school books pul it on the 
list of figures of speech. Still, it would 
be good for the Easterners to be more 
accurate, even it they become prosaic. 
And besides, .Manitoba may not alwav.s 
wish to be called 'The West.' She 'is 
\he centre, Hie hub, and ma v soon assert 
:'i v right to be so regarded." 

NEW, OR NORTHERN, ONTARIO.

s not based upon the refund of Chinese 
per capita tax, of excess of contribu- 
tions over appropriations, upon allow- 
ance in connection with fishery' rights, 
or upon peculiar physical conditions 
tending to greatly increase the cost of 
administration; but upon the ground 
that she did not enjoy all the privileges 
of sisterhood thai should have been 
granted by| Confederation. She did not 
own the lands, the fisheries, the mines 
or the timber, as 'was the case with the 
other Provinces, and consequently she 
jwns not permitted revenue from any of 
those sources, but instead got the sum 
of $100,000 per mnnnam. 

That is one phase el" the case for 
Manitoba. 'The other is. she seeks an 
extension of her boundaries. Premier 
Roblin, in the Manitoba Legislature, litis 
.stated the position of the Government 
in the matter. At one time he had 
made a move towards extending the 
boundaries westward, but as his action 
in thai connection had been misunder- 
stood he had ceased all efforts in that 
direction, stating that it was the duty 
of the Manitoba Government to assist 
tho Territories in every way' it could. 
Ho did not wish, it is assumed, to be 
regarded as trying to dispossess the lat- 
ter of any territory that might form 
part of a new Province. In regard to 
the extension of the boundary of the 
Province to Hudson Hay. the Dominion 
Government at Ottawa had shown no 
disposition to deal with tho question 
until the- rearrangement of the North- 
west was being considered, but now that 
this is being done it is a fitting tiana 
for Manitoba to consider her position. 
The extension of the boundary line to 
Hudson Bay would mean, as expounded 
bv .Mr. Roblin, that the Province would 
have an ocean port and the privilege 
to build a railway to the seaport, which 
would place the people in a position to 
ship their grain and produce with much 
greater facility and to better advantage. 
The Territories and Manitoba, hi' said, 
would be able to combine in this am] 
■reap the joint benefit. Thus it will be 
se.-n that we all have troubles of out 
own. We shall expect to see .Mani- 
toba's fully aired during the present ses- 
sion of the Dominion Parliament. 

"STRANGLED BY TAXATION." 

"Strangled by taxation" is the descrip- 
tion of the condition of the Province at 
ib" present time by those who wish t„ 
do injury io the McBride administration. 
We have a catalogue of the burdens so 
imposed. In short "there is nothing 
drawn from the atmosphere, from the 

waters or from M arfch itself that is 

H"i taxed." "The man," we are told, 
"who comes into the country and labors 
for a week or a day finds that a sixth, 
a fifth, a third, sometimes a half, of 
what he earns j s confiscated by the 
agents of a benign government without 
as much as 'your leave.' " 

If this he true, ami it is not. for us 
to question the truthfulness of these 
statements from a source so immaculate, 
it simply goes to prove the Colonist's 
(■"mention that without excessive taxa- 
tion in British Columbia if is impossible 
to obtain revenue sufficient to meet ex- 
penditure. If the Government have cut 
down every expenditure to its lowest pos- 
sible limit and every possible source of 
revenue has been exploited, and the rev- 
enue is still insufficient, what course is 
there to pursue? There is only one oth- 
er course open and that is to borrow. 
Borrowing is all very well as an exped- 
ient, but it is like in wisdom to giving 
u promissory note to meet a liability and 
t banking (iod that another debt is paid. 
Probably when the Legislature meets, 
Mr. John Oliver will be able to suggest 
some new way of paying old debts be- 
sides raising the money for the purpose. 

The Colonist has pointed to the only 
reasonable and just solution of the condi- 
tion of things complained of, and that 
is the receipt of very largely increased 
subsidies from Ottawa, whither so much 
of our money lias gone for which we 
have received no value of any kind: lm 
that has been tabooed as the diabolical 
suggestion of n debased and "discredit- 
ed" government. Rather than that the 
Province, which has a Liberal-Conser- 
vative government to rule it, should re- 
ceive justice at Ottawa some of our 
Liberal friends would prefer to see them- 
selves "strangled by taxation." The 
eon-eoncti e, of course, would not be so 
unfortunate if it were confined to the 
few who arc possessed id' such a state of 
mind, bin v.: • jnsl inusl suffer with I he 
unjust.

To the sportsman, who seeks for largo 
strings of fish with which to inspire 
the envy of his feltows, it leaves ground 
bait completely in tnc shade; or to the 
salmon tanner, whose cupidity is not 
gratified by the ordinary methods 
trajis and seines would be quite anti- 
quated. He litis tlie means whereby to 
"electrify" the Straits on the line of 
migration and have the nature and loca- 
tion of the supply telephoned to him 
automatically, it only requires an at- 
tachment to the microphone to "shock" 
the fish when they come in contact, and 
by thus rendering them unconscious 
bring them to the surface, an easy prey 
for the fishermen, who, with a previous 
telegraphic knowledge of their where- 
abouts, are already on hand witli boats 
to take them in. Of course, this method 
of fishing, lik-. all others, is liable to 
abuse, and would probably in time come, 
within the operations of .some law in 
order to preserve the species from ex- 
tinction. > It might at first appear a little 
odd to see our waters placarded with 
notices like this: "Pishing bv telephone 
strictly prohibited," or to find in the 
Statutes an Act. in which the electrocu- 
tion of lisii is specifically made a pun- 
ishable offence, but it would be quite in 
keeping with tin; modern spirit of 
tilings. More seriously considered, how- 
ever, if the inveiition referred to should 
become practicable, it will probably 
prove useful to the Government in fore- 
shadowing the runs of salmon or other 
fish, and thus materially assist in the 
reirulation of the fishing industry.

.Muc h enquiry has boon made of lute 
at Pacific coast ports regarding steam- 
ers available for charter for the carriage 
of supplies, boUi foodstuffs and war mu- 
nitions, to the Orient for the two belli- 
gerent nnt ions lighting in Manchuria, 
l&ussian agents had chartered several, 
notably the Tnconw, which is en route 
•to Shanghai and Vlndivostock wit.li beef 
for the soldiers of the Czar. Now t;he 
Japanese agents are busy. The Olym- 
pia, which wont from Portland a few 
days ago with a cargo of oats consigned 
to Bbbo & Co., of Shanghai, is said to 
iImivc been chartered -by Japanese agents. 
The lyanagawa Mum, now loading car- 
go at Seattle, will take a number of 
diorses and submarines, which are being 
shipped in sections, and enquiries are 
being made in regard to the charter of 
the Victoria. Garonne and other steam- 
ers now, lying idle. 

Arrangements are being made with .1 
view to shipping large quantities of 
foodstuffis to be used in stocking the de- 
pleted fortress of Port Ajrbhur, winch 
•the Japanese will use as a naval base, 
after stocking it in readiness for defence 
Should the need of defending it aris 
•Shipments of horses are also expected 
to 'be made, the Japanese being anxious 
to import larger beasts than the small, 
though wiry, Japanese and Chinese ani- 
anals now in use. It is also expected 
that some arms will be taken from the 
United States. 

Of course arms could not bo snipped 
legally, but sewing machines and such 
goivds, well cased, could be sent abroad. 
Such shipment*; were found two years 
ago to contain rifles when search was 
made at Canton of wares shipped up 
•Hie We-sl river, presumably for fcko 
Rwang-i rebels. Many of those rilles, 
bought with subscriptions collected in 
Chinese societies' of Canada and 1 ho 
United States, were shipped from New 
York, and il is now stated that a large 
shipment of old rifles, mostly discarded 
SpringifieldH — a (shipment of some -100,- 1 
(KM) iven irons — is to be made by a New 
York firm <>t' dealers in arms. Those 
weupon< will, it is said, be used to .arm 
tibe Hunghutsses and the nomad tribes- 
men of Sag-hulien and the northern part 
of iManchuria ami Northwest Siberia, 
amongst whom Japanese agents have 
•been busy for some lime

S ECU HMD APPEALS. 

iB. 0. Granted Leave to Argue Chinese 
Underground Act Before P. C. 

Hon. Charles Wilson, K. C, attorney- 
general for British Columbia, returned 
last week from London, England, where 
!ho had been on important legal busi- 
ness, says the Vancouver World. His 
principal business tlhere was to obtain 
leave from the judicial Committee of the 
privy council to appeal two cases, in 
both of, which be was* successful. The 
questions will be argued before the privy 
council at n date to be arranged later. 
These cases were the taxation of the 
lands granted to the Nelson & Fort 
Shcppani railway and the constitution- 
ality of the legislation forbidding Chi- 
nese to work underground in mines. 

Mr. Wilson says! that British Colum- 
bia is gradually coming to the fore in 
ithe opinion of "eople in the Old Coun- 
try, and as confidence grows money 
will come here for investment. He vis- 
ited the offices of the agent-general of 
the province in London, and thought 
Mr. Turner was just the man for tho 
position. 

1 'Referring to (the fact that two gold 
medals had boon awarded British Co- 
lumbia fruit at the Horticultural So- 
ciety's show in London, in competition 
with fruit from other parts of the 
world, he said that if British Columbia 
growers pay attention to packing and 
in sending over fine specimens, they can 
command a goodly share of the market. 

Mr. Wilson arrived in New York in 
time to encounter the terrific blizzard 
■which so! badly demoralized traffic. Cold 
weather was also experienced on t\w 
way home, and he is heartily glad to 
get hack to British Columbia. 



The first sealing schooner of the Vic- 
toria fleet to go to sen passed out on 
Sunday, when the. Casca, Captain W. 
Munro, put to sea with a full crew of 
wuite hunters. iShe will proceed to th> 
California coast and follow the herds 
North, going ultimately to the vicinity 
of the Copper Islands, and perhaps lo 
Japauo.se waters. The Casco will he 
followed shortly by several other schoon- 
ers which are getting their outfits on 
board in the upper harbor and being 
made ready for their season's cruise. 
The Vera has shipped a full crew of 
white hunters, and other schooners are 
also about ready. Several schooners will 
ship Indian crews, though their number 
will be far less this season than for 
many years. 

United States senators are now busy 
over other proposed regulations for the, 
further restricting of pelagic sealing in 
t,.o open sea. The last legislation to 
be introduced into the United Stntej 
Senate is a resolution to "prevent the 
killing of nursing mother fur seals in 
tin- North Pacific ocean and Behriug 
Sea." The United States senators evi- 
dently think tin' United States has jur- 
isdicl ion over I he open sea. 

The seal hunter rises to query when 
he hears of the senator's wish for fur- 
ther restrictions on tho industry, how 
shall lie know il" the seal is a nursing 
mother when he sees it at a distance? 
Shall he row quietly toward it, and ask 
the furbearer if it comes within the 
regulations, or do like a Russian ad- 
miral, tiro first and find out after the. 
seal has been killed? 

And still further 1 legislation is threat- 
ened by the United States Senate. The 
bill which looks to the protection of the 
nursing mothers of furbearers in their 
peregrinations through the North Pa- 
cific also authorizes the reduction of the 
herd on the Pribyloff Islands to 10,000 
mule and 10,000 female seals if the 
President fails within a reasonable time 
to secure a modification of the interna- 
tional regulations concerning the killing 
of seals in the open sea.

Encouraging Reports for Annual Meet- 
ing of Victoria P. (i. A. 

The annual meeting of the Victoria 
'Frail Growers' Association ami Ex- 
change will bo held at the government 
building on Friday of the present week. 

This association, it will be remember- 
ed, was organized a year ago. its « > 1 > - 
jeel being the advancement of the inter- 
ests of the local fruit growing industry, 
by ilia wing horticulturists closer together 
so that they might have the advantage 
of mutual experience in the best, choice 
of varieties and the most satisfactory 
methods of growing them. 

As this will be the first annual meet- 
ing of tlio association the occasion is 
looked forward to with considerable in- 
terest by those concerned in the fruit 
growing profession. 

Beside the reports of officers, custom- 
ary mi such occasions, which it is c-aid 
will show very encouraging results .from 
tin' year's operations, considerable new 
hiisini'-s of greal importance to the in- 
dustry is slated for consideration.

trade. On March 10, 1898, She left 
Barbadoes for San Francisco, via the 
Straits of Magellan, in command of Cap- 
tain Carlson, who is at present resi- 
dent of Vancouver. After an eventful 
voyage, she reached San Francisco on 
June 23rd, hut having no clearance pa- 
pers, register or flag— only an open let- 
ter from the American consul at Bridge- 
town, which was valueless— the United 
■States customs ollicers refused to give 
her entry and referred her case to tho 
department of state at Washington. 
While tho matter was being looked into, 
tho Saga sailed for Vancouver, and ar- 
rived there on Saturday, July 2, 1SDS, 
and having no paper or register, was 
held by the customs there. While un- 
der detention, her crew libelled her and 
in consequence of these troubles the 
ISng'i was held under the ban of the 
admiralty court for about eighteen 
mouths, When she was finally released, 
she sought to enter the Yukon trade, 
but could not obtain a charter on ac- 
count of her dilapidated condition and 
alleged unseaworthiness. After lying 
idle in Coal Harbor for over two years, 
she was finally chartered by the Van- 
couver Coast Line Steamship Company 
and sbe engaged in the coast trade, com- 
peting with the Union Steamship Com- 
pany's boats, which resulted in one of 
the fiercest rate wars ever known in 
local steamship circles. The venture end- 
ed disastrously for those financially in- 
terested in the steamer, and being un- 
able to complete their charter arrange- 
ments, the Saga once more reverted 
hack to her original owners. Further 
litigation occurred and the case was 
■before the courts for a long time in one 
form or nnotherj It is understood that 
She was insured for about $25,000.

Steamer San Juan, a steamer built 
for fishing purposes on Puget Sound, left 
Seattle for the halibut fishing grounds 
near Dixon entrance. There were 12 
seamen and 2-1 fishermen on board. The 
San Juan went supplied with twelve 
dories in which the fishermen, two in a 
boat, trawl for halibut. Lines were 
strung between two boats, with hooks 
at regular intervals, at the end of lines 
twelve feet Ion-. At the end of each 
hook is a live herring. The halibut rise 

eagerly from the i an's cold depths for 

the herring, and when the lino is full 
thu fish are taken aboard and hauled on 
to the steamer, where they are packed 
in ice in a cold storage department ex- 
pressly prepared for the business.
